The lioai'ti of parole to which the peti- 
lîon of Albert 
B. 
Fall, 
former 
United 
Siateo scMiator, former secretary of the 
interior, was referred, has recommended 
that }’\all be reciuired to serve his full term 
in prison. “ After a most thoroujih investi- 
^^ation, followed by careful deliberation in 
weiyhiny all of the 
facts 
and 
circum­ 
stances surrounding the crime, trials and 
appeals and final sentence,” the report 
says, “ the lioard was constrained to the 
conviclion tliat ])arole issuance would be 
unjustifiable and incompatible with tiie 
welfare of society, and th a t the applica­ 
tion therefore should very probably be 
disapproved. 
“ Corruption of 
public 
trust 
in hig h 
places acts akin to treason and affecting 
the entire nation, cannot be tolerated or 
condoned. 
It ap pears conceded as a fact 
establish(‘(l during several thousand years, 
and not now to be philoso])hized away, 
th a t the fabric of justice cannot endure 
if mercy be permitted to set aside the 
])enalties meted out in our g ravest crim­ 
inal cases by our hig hest law tribunal. 
“ The case is one of personal g uilt, ag ­ 
g ravated by near perjury in the course of 
iho proceeding s leading up to trial and 
conviction. 
W h e th e r or not others eq u­ 
ally g uilty have not been punished is be­ 
side the issue entirely. 
If the punishment 
of some particular individual awaited the 
just punishment of those who doubtless 
merit like punishment, nothing shoil of 
chaos would result. 
‘‘Parole is not a rig ht

are impelled to the belief that it was not

The Eng lish owners and builders wish to 
keep certain features a secret as long as 
they can. 
The craft is to be driven by 
q uadruple propellers, the eng ines to de­ 
velop 200,000 horse power. 
It will be 
1,018 feet long , with tonnag e of 73,000, 
aiul its cost is estimated at $30,000,000. 
The Cunard line is confident th a t the 
“ 534” will be much faster than the Bre­ 
men and the Europa are. 
“Ill point of size alone, no present ship 
can compare with her,” says Popular Me­ 
chanics. 
“ The 
Leviathan 
with 
59,857 
tons and the Majestic 
with 
56,621 
tons 
are outclassed. 
No. 534 will be eig hty 
feet long er than the present blue-ribbon 
holder, the Europa. 
Her main deck will 
be 650 feet long ; the amidship dining 
room, between the second and third fun­ 
nels, will be the larg est room ever placed 
inside a ship; her rudder, the larg est ever 
built, weig hs 150 tons, and her commodi­ 
ous cabins will care for 5,000 passeng ers. 
“Such stag g ering dimensions and ap ­ 
pointments would 
avail 
nothing in the 
present international rivalry for passen­ 
g ers were it not for the 534’s speed. Five 
years of study and thousands of tank ex­ 
periments back this endeavor to wrest 
the blue ribbon from all possible contend­ 
ers. 
Conservatively, it is estimated that 
No. 534 will be a four-day g reyhound and 
that she will travel thirty-five knots. Her 
twelve turbines will drive this monster 
across the ocean at expresstrain speed. At 
40.3 statute miles per hour, she will be 
able to race across the Atlantic in ninety 
hours or six hours less than four days.” 
In due course there will be a German 
answer to the 534 of the Eng lish.

plaint made that homes where per­ 
sons were ill with measles had not 
been quarantined.

they had not called a physician. 
If there is any question about the 
nature of the disease, in a fam ily 
where no physician has been called,

necessary precaution taken. 
In homes quarantined because of 
measles, other children in the home 
may not attend school, but with the 
necessary precaution taken, inmates 
of the home may come and go.
